Grour>  "breaJlcdowns  indicate  that  the  latest,  falling  off  in  sup^-ort  of  German 
defense  p>»rticipation  derives  from  losses  among  all  population  segraonts 
rather  than  from  any  particular  group.     The  overa,ll  pattern  is  as  marked 
as  ever,   however,   for  the  greatest  support  for  defense  participation  to 
omanKte  from  the  more  uducated  and  informed  levels  of  the  urhan  Vest 
Garmj^  population.

Though  most  supporters  of  Ger>aan  defense  participation  aro  pessimistic 
ahout  achieving  neutrality,  the  preponderant  view  among  opponents  is  thp.t 
the  chances  ar&  fair  to  good  for  a  united  Germany  keeping  out  of  the  con^ 
flict  "between  East  and  Vfest. 


That  Germans  are  increasingly  thinking  in  terns  of  neutrality  instopd  of  . 
defense  in  the  last-Vfest  stntgglo,  is  indirectly  indicated  "by  the  results 
of  three  further  queries,  the  first  of  which  raises  tho  issue  of  vrhether 
or  not  Vest  Gerniany  could  he  defended  *dthout  German  help.  Currently,  as 
in  late  Kovamher,  two  out  of  three  spy  Gerrwji  help  is  necussary  for  any 
Vest  German  dcfenso,  ?ut  more  interestingly,  among  those  who  opoose  German 
defense  -narticipation  a  larger  proportion  tvn  "befor^e  now  say  tlia.t  the 
Western  powers  would  not  he  ahle  to  dofond  West  Germany  without  German  aid. 
So,  ohviously,  thase  people  are  thinking  incroa.singly  in  terras  of  no  de- 
fense -  i.e.  neutrality  -  rather  than  in  terns  of  a  froe  rido  on  Westeinj 
dbfonso  efforts. 
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Currently,  appreciahly  fe^^er  than  in  late  October  hold  that  'Jest  Germans 
have  the  right  to  eaqooct  to  he  defended  "by  the  Western  powers  even  if  they 
should  refuse  to  participate.  The  most  significant  clement  in  this  drop  - 
in  the  present  connection  -'  is  that  it  has  occurred  to  its  greatest  ox- 
tent  c'mong  Germaj38  who  oppose  participation  in  European  defense.  So,  again, 
it  is  indicated  that  an  increasing  proportion  of  oppi^nents  to  dofonse 
participation  aro  thinking  in  terms  of  not  heing  defanded  at  all. 

Just  as  on  the  issue  of  the  right  to  he  defended  hy  the  West,  somewhat 
fewer  now  thaja  hefore  hold  that  West  Gormaiiy  would  he  defended  in  tho 
event  that  she  should  refuse  to  participate.

INTRODUCTION  ...

The  8urv«y  on  which  this  report  of  Qernan  attitudes  toward  Comouaisin  is  based 
was  «ada  during  October  1950,  coincident  with  the  election  cainpaign  in  the 
East  Zone  of  Germany.     Because  of  the  nature  of  the  propaganda  campaign  then 
waged  the  findings  though  obtained  soioe  months  ago  may  be  considered  per- 
tinent to  the  present.     As  is  customary  with  surveys  jnade  by  the  Reactions 
Analysis  Staff,  Office  of  Public  Affairs,  HICOG,  a  representative,  randomly 
selected  sample  of  1500  persons  residing  in  the  U.S.   Zoiw^  250  in  the  three 
West  sectors  of  Berlin,  and  250   in  Bremen  was  intex*viewcd.     Interviews  were 
conducted  by  trained  German  interviewors  supervised  by  German  surveys  officers.

The  observation  frequently  made  that  the  West  German  public  is  neither  syxiv- 
pathetic  to  nor  impressed  by  Communism  as  represented  by  KPD  in  West  Germany 
and  SSD  in  East  Germany  is  supported  by  the  findings  of  this  study*  These 
results  oannot  of  course  be  equated  with  attitudes  toward  Soviet  Russia  which 
were  not  measured  in  this  study.  But  clearly,  regardl&ss  of  any  opinions  on 
the  strength  or  power  of  Soviet  Riissia  vis-a-vis  the  V7est,  the  public  both 
in  the  U.S.  Zone  of  Germany  and  Berlin  appears  relatively  unimpressed  by  the 
efforts  of  native  Communists  within  West  Germany*  kore  specifically  ...

Almost  half  of  the  U.S.  Zone  public  is  unable  to  say  what  the  ourror.t  C:L'>n'inist 
line  is,  though  at  the  tims  the  study  was  made,  the  Communist  propaganda 
canpaign  directed  against  the  "capitalist  wa2>monger8*'  of  the  West  and  toward 
the  Eastern-brand  of  "peace  and  unity"  was  in  full  heat.  Those  who  do  venture 
to  describe  Communist  propaganda  bring  up  tho  traditional  claims  of  economic 
and  social  gains  rather  than  the  more  current  line.

Moreover  very  few  people  have  heard  of  anyone's  receiving  Communist  litercw 
ture  from  unknovti  Eastern  soiirces,  a  practice  now  being  utilized  by  Soviet 
Zone  Communists.  So  whatever  the  intention  of  the  senders  and  the  effect 
on  the  recipients  of  the  material,  literature  so  distributed  does  not  reach 
an  extensive  audience »  Nor  does  anyone  believe  Communist  ideas  are  presented 
in  the  non-Communist  press,  which  is  not  necessarily  a  test  of  the  facts,  but 
simply  that  the  pubHc  may  recognize  only  labelc$d  propaganda. 

People  generally  are  unaware  of  increased  Communist  agitation,  and  except  in 
Berlin,  very  few  know  of  any  local  Red-inspired  incidents* 

If  the  tondonoy  exists  to  collaborate  vdth  the  Communists  as  a  protection  for 
any  future  contingency,  the  public  by  and  large  is  not  aware  of  it.  Only  a 
fraction  belisves  that  some  people  are  now  trying  to  play  safe  with  the  Coomu-

This  interpretation  is  supported  by  the  comparative  figures  in  the 
following  table  showing,  for  ex^ttiple,  that  ac^vocates  more  frequently 
than  oi»ponents  of  banning  say  the  Vostom  powers  are  doing  enough  to 
control  the  West  Gennan  KTD,  to  ''iscount  the  likelihood  of  West  G-ermeny^s 
coming  under  Communist  domiination,  to  see  a  recent  decline  in  Communist 
Agitation,  and  to  disparage  the  effectiveness  nf  Communist  propaganda.

The  single  most  frequent   recommendation  of  East  Berliners  imd  Xr.st  Zone 
residents  as  to  what  the  West  can  do  to  improve  the  East  Zone  political 
situation  is  •  "throw  out  the  Sussians."     This  recommendation  is  generally 
couched  in  terms  which  make  it  very  clear  that  military  action  is  whr.t 
the  respondent  has  in  mind.      However  when  various  other  proposals  are 
examined  it  is  evident  that  an  agpproximately  equal  proportion  advocr.te 
measures  which  could  result  only  from  negotiations  with  the  Russians. 


ZhS  EAST  GEIU'I^JSrS  DO  iJfrYTHING  TO  KELP  THEMSELVES?    •  .  . 

.-..   A  major  finding  of  the  present  survey  is  that  approximately  three  out  of 
four  of  those  interviewed  -  'both  East  Serliners  and  East   Zone  residents  - 
fodl  that  they  cen  do  nothing  toward  improving  their  present  political 
situation.      Only  one  out   of  five  takes  the  position  that   something  cm  "be 
done  by  East  Germans  themselves.

The  one  out  of  five   figure  for  those  who  feel  that   something  could  be 
done  to  help  inprove  the  East  G-erman  politicel   situation  is  not  quite  the 
proportion  that  the  Vest  can  consider  es  potentially  available  for  varying 
degrees  of  resistance  agtdnst  the  Communist  regime.     This  is  tho  case  be- 
cause  follow-up  inquiry  reveals  that  3  per  cent  of  the  West  Berliners  and 
j/'X  1  per  cent  of  the  East  Zoners  btg  answering  the  question  in  terms  of  doing 
•»>' \  ^^    something  to   strengthen  rather  than  jencount er  the  present  regime.      So  the 
V.jj3rjaet  remaining  as  a  potential  resistance "core^is  approximately  16  per  cent 
V^  Jr    in  East  Berlin  and  18  p*r  cent  in  the  East  Zone, 

...    Group  breakdowns  reveal  the.t   feelings  of  helplessness  preponderate  in  all 
of  the  groups  examined  —  usually  by  strong  majorities.     However  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that   such  feelings  are  least  widespread  among  Efst 
German  youth.     Though  this  point  needs  further  checking  in  view  of  the 
limited  number  of  cases  involved,   the  suggestion  does  emanate  that  despite 
the  special  measures  the  Communists  are  taking  to  coddle  and  win  over 
East  German  youth,  they  are  still  the  group  that  the  West  can  count  on  most 
heavily  for  resistPnce  to  the  East  Zone  regime.     There  are  also  indications 
in  the  group  breakdowns  -  not  large  enough  to  be  entirely  reliable  -  that 
men  and  the  better  educated  have  more  confidence  in  their  own  efforts  to 
help  than  do  women  and  the  lesser  educated. 


Suggestions  as  to  what  East  Germans  could  do  to  help  improve  their 
political  situation  expressed  varying  shades  of  active  and  passive 
resistance. 


V-lOE  Sins  IS  !fEB  STBONGXR  IN  THS  EAST-WEST  STHUGGIE? 
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One  of  the  most  provocative  findings  of  ihe  present  study  derives  from 
a  oompariBon  that  was  made  between  West  Germans  and  East  Germans  on  the 
rslatlve  general  strength  of  the  ilast  versus  the  West.  In  urban  West 
Germany  around  the  turn  of  the  year,  46  per  cent  -  a  preponderance-  held 
that  the  Coimminlit  powers  were  stronger »  in  West  Berlin  36  per  cent  made 
such  a  Judgment.  ,  But  in  East  Germany  according  to  the  midr-Becember  survey 
only  25  per  cent  took  the  position  that  the  Communist  powers  were  stronger 
than  the  West*  The  preponderant  atand  was  the  contrary  with  almost  half  . 
the  sample  eagpretsing  such  a  riew« 

8aoh  reeulte  are  ohviously  worth  pursuing  further  both  thru  additional 
surrey  studi#s  And  through  other  avenues  of  Information.  Tor  it  would  he 
a  fact  of  BO  inooasiderahle  Inportance  if  it  could  be  concluded  that  East 
Gemant  hare  a  aore  f  avorahle  inpretsioa  of  the  itreagih  of  the  Vest  thaa 
do  Vest  Oezmana* 
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Group  coaparitons  indicate  that  in  none  of  the  various  population  segment ■ 
examined  does  the  view  preponderate  thp.t  the  Communists  are  stronger  than 
the  Vest.      It  is  particularly  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  critical 
youth  groyjcpu  Judgments  of  superior  Vestcrn  strength  outweigh     contrary 
opinions  by  almost  three  to  one. 

The  single  most  frequent  reason  advanced  by  those  who  Judged  the  Vest  to  be 
stronger  than  the  last  wcis  econonic  and  military   superiority.     However  it 
is  of  considerable  interest  to  find  that  more  than  a  negligible  proportion 
spealc  of  Vestern  power  deriving  from  its  humanitarian  ideals  and  devotion 
to  Justice.     Ilelatively  few  focused  on  the  atom  bomb  as  the  basis  for 
assigning  greater  stren^;th  to  the  Vest. 

The  minority  viio  held  that  the  strength  of  the  East  outweighs  that  of  the 
Vest  brought  up  varied  considerations.     Tew,    especially  among  the  East 
Zone  respondents,    assigned  ICastern  strength  to  idealistic  considerations. 
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The  present  report  ie  an  opening  attempt  in  an  experimental  series 
initiated  to  help  meet  the  needs  o^the  psychological  warfare  program. 
The  general  project  has  been  prooipted  hy  two  major  consider  at  i'>n6«   first 
by  the  fact  that  Berlin  is  one  of  the  extremely  few  places  remaining  where 
there  is  on  opportiinity  to  come  into  contact  with  any  rpprecinble  groups 
of  people  from  behind  the  iron  curtain  -  and  hence  no   effort   should  bo 
spcred  to   exploit  all  informational  possibilities  in  such  r  situation. 
The   second  reason  for  the  project  is  the  belief  cf  the  Rer.ctions  Analysis 
Staff,    Office  of  Public  Affairs,   thnt   despite  e.  considerable  number  of 
limitntions  and  difficulties  attondt^nt  upon  the  use  of  the   survey  instra- 
ment  for  Sast  German  intelligouco,    such  techniques  cm  contribute  mctorially 
to  the  piecing  together  of  a  fr.ctual  and  objective  picture  of  the  stnte  of 
mind  of  Ecst  Ber liners   and  ether  residents  of  the  communist   controlled 
rxer.s  cf  Oermnny. 


In  the   survey  period  between  December  14th  and  21  st  1950,   429  interviews 
were  completed  from  nmong  Erst  Berlin  rnd  East  Znne  residents  cppror.chod 
in  the  vicinity  of  various  money  changing  stations  in  West  Berlin.      Inter- 
viewing wcs  conducted  by  the  trained  German     interviewers  of  the  Eorctions 
Analysis  Staff.      In  the  absence  of  the  statisticrl  frets  needed  to    set 
precise   son^pling  quotas  the  iiaterviewers  were  instructed  to   select  respond- 
ents rt  random  save  that  the  sex  proportions  should  approximate  roughly 
equrl  proportions.     The  results  added  up  to  a  srmpling  of  the  following 
composition.

Clearly  the  figures  on  the  geogtcrphiccl  origin  of  the  respondents  indicrto 
that  the  sampling  prinarily  em"brnces  Bast  Berlin  rnd  "broadly  o.djrxsont  arer.s. 
So  riiy  reference  to  "iileat  Zone  opinion  rs  distingaished  from  that  of  East 
Borlin  must  "be  Interpreted  in  this  circunscri'bed  sense. 

Since  any  rGlia"ble  recent  demographic  stntistics  on  East  Grerman  rroas  have 
not  as  yet  come  to  h<ind,   no  firni  statements  can  ho  made  as  to  how  closely 
the  ohtained  sampling  ctpproxi mates  correct  population  proportions  for  the 
geographic  areas  tapped  on  the  hnsic  pop-ulation  indices  for  sex,    education, 
age,   and  occupation.     But  inspection  of  the  comprrisons  in  the  ahovo  tables 
would  seem  to  Justify  some  preliminary  coi^fidence  in  a*  rough  represontative- 
ness  of  the  figures.     The  o'btalned  sex  figures  cdn  hrrdly  he  very  distrnt 
from  the  correct  Sast  German  proportions;   the  educrtional  "brerkdwn  looks 
quite  reasonably  in  line  with  the  general  statist icol  facts  a'bout  G-ermon 
education,   and  age  rlso  seems  to  di8tri"bute  in  a  fashion  that  one  might 
expect  to  he  reasonably  simllrjr  to  East  Berlin  and  East  Zone  figures.

Though  hard  and  frst   statements  r'bout   comparrtive  validity  are  very 
difficult   to  make  when   sponsorship  differences  arise,   *the  fi"bovo   compari- 
son does  tend  to    suggest  at  least   the  possibility  that   aone  of  the  respondr- 
onts  under  the  American   sponsorship  C(^nditions  rllowod  their  Judgments  to 
"be  swayed  "by  rn  opportunity  to  give  the  Araericrn  authorities  the  kind  of 
answer  which  might  encourage  greater  efforts  to  help  the  Gormrns  ih  the 
East.     If  such  roasoning  seems  plausible  and  the  returns  under  G>ernan 
sponsorship  conditions  eocQ  considered  the  more  V^lid  in  the  present  instance, 
then  the  conclusion  'becomes  even  more  firm  that  Judgments  of  "better  off 
preponderate  over  those  of  worse  off  among  East  6-ermans  in  their  evaluer- 
tion  of  present  as  against  past  living  conditions.

Tl;^e   one  out  of  five  figure  for  those  who  feel  thf»t   something  c^^uld  "be   done 
tij  help  improve  the  East   Crerman  political   situation  is  not  quite  the  pro- 
pr'rtion  that   the  Vest   can  consider  as  potentially  available  for  varying 
degrees  of  resistance  against  tho  Comiminist   regime.      This  is  the  case  be- 
cacnse  follow-^up  inquiry  reveals  that  3  ^ot  cent   of  the  West  r>erliner8  and 
1  per  cent  of  the  East  Zone^s  are  answering  the  question  in  terms  of  doing, 
something  to   strengthen  rather  than  counter  the  present  regime.      So  the 
net  remaining  as  a  potential  resistance  ere  is  approximately  16  per  cent  . 
in  East  Berlin  and  18  per  cent  in  the  East  Zone. 

Group  breakdowns  reveal  that  feelings  of  helplesBness  preponderate  in  all 
of  the  groups  examined  -  usually  by  strong  majorities.     H'vwever  it   is 
interesting  to  note  that   such  feelings  are  least  widespread  among  East 
German  youth.     Though  this  point  needs  further  checking  in  view  of  the  li- 
mited number  of  cases  involved,    tho  suggestion  does  emanate  that  despite 
the  special  measures  the  Communists  are  taking  to  coddle  and  win  ovor  E&st 
German  youth,   they  are  still  the  group  that   the  Vest  can  count  on  most 
heavily  for  resistance  to  the  East  Zone  regime.

The  predominwit  view  of  urban  Vest   Germrns  remains  favorable  to   German 
perticipRtion  in  West  Europern  defense.      The  current  figure  for  prrtici- 
prtion  is  still  somewhpt  below  the  averrge  mrintained  up  to  December. 
Serlin  viiich  has  to  d^ite  consistently  maintained  a  high  pprticiprtion  level, 
dropped  its  sujTport   somewhfjt   in  the  current   survey.     Vlhether  this  is  only     ' 
a  transitory  change  or  a  departure  from  the  former  trend  can  only  be 
determined  by  further  study. 
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Though  predominant  opinions  f rtvor  particiipation  in  Vest  European  defense, . 
only  one  out  of  ten  Vest  Germans  is  for  immediate  action  on  the  issue. 
Three-quarters  of  the  people  favoring  p^'rticipation  in  principle  believe 
that  politicrl  equality  for  West  Germany  should  precede  participation. 

When  the  proportion  advocsting  such  a  delayed  participation  is  combined  with 
those  opposed  to  it,   a  majority  of  almost   three-quarters  of  urban  V/est 
German  results.     This  sxxggests  that  considerable  resistance  could  develop 
to  any  efforts  on  the  part  of  West  Germ^m  political  leaders  to  press  for 
speeding  up  a  Vest-  German  contribution  to  Suropean  defense.     Opponents  of 
participation  conceivably  could  stir  up  opposition  even  among  those  who 
are  in  principle  favorable  to  the  idea  by  insisting,  on  equality  as  a  sine- 
quar-non  of  taking  part. 

Heported  speculations  that  JUnerican  policy  has  recently  been  shifting 
toward  a  delay  on  the  question  of  Vest  German  entry  into  the  defense 
Bet-tQ>~  finds  little  echo  among  the  urbrji  public.     Only  about  one  out  of  ten 
Vest  Germans  believes  that  the  U.S.   wishes  to  hold  i:gp  on  a  German 
.  contribution  to  IDuropeaji  defense. 

The  present  findings  and  those  of  other  studies  previously  reported  indicate 
that  approval  of  participption  in  principle  may  not  be  as  favorable  as.  . 
appears  at  first  glance.     Not  only  do  the  German  people  have  serious 
reservations  about  the  conditions  under  %diich  they  would  be  willing  to 
participate^  but  not  suzpri  singly  their  reactions  are  conditioned  to  a 
considerable  extent  by  the  terms  in  which  the  issue  is  presented.

•  ••  As  to  general  attitudes  toward  a  four  power  conference,  the  view  that 
Germajiy  stands  neither  to  gain  nor  to  lose  continues  to  be  the 
predominant  one*  There  is  some  indication  that  more  people  are 
beginning  to  feel  that  such  a  conference  would  be  to  Germany's  advantage, 
but  fTirther  studies  are  required  to  confiim  whether  this  is  an  actual 
trend.  On  the  whole,  lack  of  enthusiasm  for  the  conference  remains  the 
attitude  of  most  urb^n  Vest  Germans. 

•••  That  Russia  is  dishonest,  refuses  to  compromise  and  desires  world 

domination  are  among  the  main  arguments  cited  by  those  who  feel  a  four 
power  conference  would  be  disadvantageous  to  Germany.  Another  line  of 
argument  emphaaicea  that  the  four  powera  are  all  sdlf-seeking  and  would 
only  exploit  Germany  at  e.  conference.

The  degree  of  receptivity  to  Bfiet  Zone  unity  bids 
indicated  by  this  finding  is  somewhat  offset,  however,  by  tho  fact  that 
the  opinion  leaders  were  far  more  favorable  •  once  it  hrd  been  announcec 
end  eoqpleined,  to  Adenauer's  rejection  of  the  original  Groteviohl  proposal 
than  were  their  count erp ex ts. 


Less  than  one  tenth  of  the  population  believes  that  the  East  Germrn  bide 
aro  really  motivated  by  a  desire  to  achieve  the  unity  and  independence 
of  Germany,   Sev«>n  out  of  ten  believe  thet  the  East  Zone  representrtivep 
would  pursue  the  interests  of  Euesia  rather  than  those  of  G-ermany  at 
any  conference  on  unity.  The  contrast  between  these  findings  end  the 
considerable  support  for  acceptance  of  the  original  Grotewohl  letter 
highlights  the  clash  between  wishful  sentiments  rjid  realism  in  thinking 
on  the  unity  issue. 

It  should  not  be  assumed  that  all  those  respondents  who  favor 
negotiations  with  the  East  Zone  government  rxe  antagonistic  tow^'^rd  the 
West,   More  then  one  fourth  of  those  advocating  discussions  with  tho 
East  Zone  government  frvor  participation  under  conditions  of  equality 
in  the  Western  defense  effort.  Over  half  would  prefer  West  Gerinpn 
inclusion  in  a  union  of  equal  West  European  nations  to  a  Bussian 
sponsored  unity  and  neutrality  for  all  Germpny.

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LLoitations  to  extensive  sanspling  were  inposed  by  the  deadline  dates  for 
beginning  and  ending  the  field  interviewing*     It  was  estimated  that  between 
200  and  300  interviews  could  be  acootnplished  in  the  availabj^  3  days  at 
a  limited  nuober  of  sites«     ^accordingly  seven  porapanies  -  picked  by  expert 
CCCG  (Cocobined  Coal  Control  Group)  personnel  -  were  decided  on  as  represen- 
tative of  the  total  of  soine  30  considered  affected  by  the  building  pro^ranu 
At  these  seven  companies  eight  mine  locations  (Schaechte)  were  to  be  studied*

This  included 
men  now  living  with  their  families  as  well  as  those  living  perforce  apart  in 
barra'cks.     Each  company  mcontains  complete  files  of  employees  in  need  of  im-  .

obtalosd  through  the  efforts  of  the  U.S,  Element  of  CCCG  ^Md  the  Deutsche 
Kohlenbergbaurleitung*     ^  each  location^  then^  a  random  selection  of  names 
was  made  from  among  the  most  needy  cases^  to  obtain  either  25  or  50  naiiies 
(and  addresses)  as  required.     These  selections  were  visited  by  the  trained 
interviewers  of  Reactions  ^jialysis  Staff  -  brought  to  the  Ruhr  area  for  this 
purpose  ->  and  personal  interviews  condxicted  in  the  homs^s* 

A  tot€Ll  of  269  valid  interviews  was  accomplished  and  these  form  the  basis 
of  the  present  report*

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Tho  present  report  is  an  initial  ezporimental  oontribation  inspired  by 
'     the  judgment  of  the  Beactions  ^Alysis  Staff,   Office  of  Public  i^fnirs, 
'   thp.t  pxi  importput  gcp  exists  in  the  informational  coverage  of  attitudes 
and  opinions  in  Gernan  society. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  considerable  coverage  throu^  political 
J     intelligence  end  other  elements  of  HICOG  liaison  at  Bonn,   of  tho 

attitudes  and  views  of  the  top     German  leaders.  *  There  is  nlso  considerable 
coverage  throu^  BAS  survey  studies  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Gertian 
population.     But  Information  is  markedly  inadoqaiate  about  the  views  pjid 
thinking  among  the  intermediate. echelons  of  German  opinion  leaders  who  ^ley 
such  an  infliiential  role  in  dotemlning  ultimate  German  policios  in  a 
country  with  such  deeply  established  authoritarian  traditions.

Some  light  has  been  shed  in  this  area  by  regularly  distinguishing  in  RIS 
survey  studies  between  the  attitude  of  the  better  educated,  better  in- 
formed^ rnd  more  affluent   group8»   and  their  less  educated  and  informed 
count erppjrts.     In  a  broad  general  sense  the  opinions  of  the  former  groups 
is  leadership  opinion  in  contrast  to  the  views  of  the  less  influential 
latter  grot^ings.     But  notwithstanding!  nxuch  more  detailed  information  is' 
desirable  on  the  thinking  of  those  \itio  by  virtue  of  their  status  and 
functions  are  heavily  influential  in  German  society* 


Present  Study 
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It  was  believed  valuable  as  an  initial  esgploratory  study  in  the  area  of 
German  political  leadership' to  sample  the  opinions  of  German  Buerger^ 
meisters.

In  line  with  distribution  of  the  West  German  population  in  various  size 
commonitiest  33  of  the  110  cpse  Buergermeister  san^le  were  drawn  from 
cities  over  50,000  in  sise;   30  from  cities  in  the  5»000  to  49,999  size 
range;  and  the  remaining  47  oases  from  towns  under  5,000.     Within  the

It  la  to  be  raoogoised  in  the  preaent  stiidy  thai  in  a  survey  inquiry  of 
thia  aort  the  Boargermeiatarai  despite  aasoranoe  of  anonymity,  are  likely 
to  give  their  official  opinions  -  which  may  not  conform  in  every  respect 
to  thair  private  opiniona*    But  lA  a  eenae  these  officials*  opinions  are 
predaaly  vhat  the  preaent  ttudy  ie  aeeking  to  aacertain  -  i.e*  the  views 
that  a  pavtioolar  aai^&ant  of  German  politioal  leader ^lip  are  in  their 
offiolal  eivfwitjr  proaRdcfttihg  imong  thalr  conetituente. 
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Generr-l  approval  of  the  Landsberg  decisions  wet  voiced  ty   56  per  cent 
of  the  German  Buergermeieters  tasopled  in  the  present  study  -  definitely 
a  larger  proportion  of  favorable  reactions  then  occurred  among  the 
urban  West  German  public*  Hovever,  disf^greement  was  also  quite  fre^ 
quently  expressed,  with  39  per   cent  holding  such  a  view.

Differences  between  the  vienrnoint  of  the  Gorman  political  loaders  fnd 
the  urbpn  public  were  even  more  marked  in  reference  specificelly  to  the 
death  sentences  upheld  in  the  Landsberg  review,  Vhereas  about  three  in 
ten  of  the  urban  public  %iho  wero  familiar  %dth  the  Landsberg  decisions

'  '       However,  despite  the  somewhat  more,  widespread  agreement  with  the  Landsberg 
decisions  among  German  Buergermcieters,  they  apparently  do  not  appre- 
ciably depart  from  the  general  urban  public  in  their  interpretations  of 
Americcn  motivations  in  moderating  the  sentences.  Perusal  of  their 
comments  reveals  that  only  a  comparatively  small  minority  give  ajiBwcre 
that  can  in  any  way  be  interpreted  as  indicating  that  the  respondents 
feel  the  revisions  emanate  simply  from  the  application  of  the  Anglo-. 
Saxon  legal  principles  of  clemcjacy  based  upon  impartial  Judicial  review.

On  the  contrary,    the  prevailing  interpretations  are  either  that  the  basic 
injustice  of  iSiupemberg  is  now  being  conceded,   or  that  the  revisions  were 
prospted  by  a  desire  to  win  over  German  alleginnce, 

All  in  all,   from  the  present   study  of  German  Buergermeivters,  there 
seems  to  be  no  parti cxilar  evidence  of  any  widespread  tendency  among 
this  important  element  of  German  political  leadership  to  attempt  to 
make  political  capital  out  of  the  Landsberg  decisions  to  the  disadvantage 
of  the  American  occupation.     On  the  contrary,   their  six  out  of  ten  pro- 
fessed approval  of  the  death  sentences  suggests  that  they  may  function 
a«  somevdiat  of  a  bulwark  for  the  American  position  if  and  when  the 
sentences  are  carried  out. 

But  whatever  stimulus  German  Buergermei store  might  offer  for  support  in 
the  Landsberg  decisions,   it  seems  clear  that  in  the  interpretation  of 
these  actions  they  are,  by  and  large',  propagating  views  varying  from  ph 
alleged  American  retreat  from  ITuremberg  to  outri^t  political  e^ediency.

As  with  the  public,   a  fairly  large  proportion  of  the  Buergermeisters 
voiced  general  disagreement  with  the  decisions  or  had  reservations  con- 
earning  them.     However,   the   indications  are  that  the  predominant  view  is 
one  of       sgpn^roval.*     And  in  any  case  it  is  clear  that  the  Buergermeisters 
are  more  inclined  than  the  public  to  approve  the  decisions.

To  obtain  some  indications  of  how  International  issues  stack  up  against 
domestic  concerns  In  the  minds   of  Gorman  Buergenneistcrs^  the  ro^ondents 
were  first   asked  v.-hat  they  considered  to  be  the  most  important  problem 
facing  Gennany  today.     The  results  show  clearly  that  the  mayors  of  German 
communities  are  not  so  preoccupied  with  Gcrmany^s  pressing  domestic 
problems  that  they  do  not  appreciate  the   crucial  importance  of  foreign    .

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Since  Icborlng  element ■  v»ould  have  to  figure  prominently  in  any  reclly    '        ^' 
siseble  German  contribution  to  Sjaropean  defense,   the  degree  of  opposition 
in  this  gro;:^  gives  considerable  food  for  thought. 

The  discovery  that  opposition  to  Gerr.an  defense  participation  is  relatively 
strong  among  German  laboring'  g:/aep<     removes  any  element  of  surprise  from 
the  finding  that  non-'Union  meirbers  are  appreciably  less  opposed  as  a  group 
to  defense  participation  than  are  union  members  or  members  of  their  families. 
Since  laboring  elements  are  heavily  represented  in  union  member ship^  they 
would  obviously  wti^  unionist   replies  in  their  direction. 

Not   very  much  can  be  said,   finally,    about  the  city   siae  comparison  ex- 
cept  to  indicate  that  there  is  no   simple  trend.      Thus  the  implicr.tion  is 
that   German  attitudes  on  the  participation  issue  are  not  related  in  any 
direct  way  to   site  of  community,   but   are  determined  by  cross-cutting 
vrrir.bles.

In  a  prior  report*   it  was  revealed  that   considerable  numbers  of  pro- 
fessed supporters  of  German  defense  participation  indicate  e  change   of 
mind  when  asked  whether  they  would  persist   in  their  support  if   it  r.ecnt 
higher  taxes,   or  rationing,   or  a  draft.      The  thought  has  arisen,   however, 
that   "chus  focusing  upon  particular  unf c:vorable  consequences  .of  prrticipation 
was  not   an  entirely  even-handed  approach,    and  may  hence  have  tended  to 
exaggerate  the   extent  of  "Ohne  mich"    sentiments  that   are  present   in  German 
thinking  on  the  defense  issue.      That    some  allowrJices  in  interpretation  are 
celled  for  is  rather  strongly  suggested  by  the  findings  below: 

"A  peirticipation  of  West  Germrny  in  a  West  European  army  will 
probably  entail  certain  disadvantages,    such  as  increased  taxes, 
rationing,    and  perhaps  establishment  of  the   draft.     Possibly  it 
will  also  result  in  certain  advantages,    such  as  decrease  of 
unemployment  I   better  wage  earning  opportunities »    and  equality 
for  West  Germany.

nition than  city  dwellers  did  to  the  factor  of  clemency  based  on  legal 
review  as  %rell  as  to  the  Justice  of  punishment  for  crimes  committed.

eation  of  the  death  sentences  pending  the  appeal  to  the  U.S.   Supremo

This  line  of  reasoning  follows  much  the  s^jne  pattern  as  that  which  pre- 
viously cheract,erized  urban  views  on  Ame?iocm  motivation  in  the  original

reason  for  the  project  Is  the  belief  of  the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff, 
Office  of  Public  Affairs,  that  despite  a  considerable  nunbor  of  llralta- 
tlono  and  dlfflcTiltlco  attendant  upon  the  use  of  the  survey  Inotruiaent 
for  ^ast  Geruan  Intolllo'enae,  such  techniques  can  contribute  uatorlally

One  of  the  Lioro  difficult  uethodolocioal  problecis  in  the  new  i!ast  Zone 
survey  operation  has  been  to  decide  whether  it  wo\U.d  be  better  to  conduct 
the  interviewing  through  an  American  sponsored  orGonlzation,  or  have  it 
perforiied  under  C^enian  auspices*  Under  Auerioan  sponsorship  conditions 
there  Is  of  course  the  obvious  probloa  of  a  possible  prq-Aaerican  flattery 
bias*   But  under  Genian  sponsorship  conditions,  particularly  in  Berlin, 
there  is  a  serious  anti-Axierioan  bl&o  possibility  In  the  returns  because 
of  the  considerably  greater  suspicion  under  such  olrounstances  tliat  the 
interrogators  uay  be  workinc;  for  the  Russians* 
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Instead  of  uore  or  less  arbitrarily  fixing  upon  one  or  the  other  type  of

/•dd  UP  to  an  impressive  endorsement  of  Vestern  policy.  By  more  than  a 
two  to  one  mr'Jority  the  Snst  Germans  s^mopled  sucrport  the  view  th^^t  West 
Germany  should  integrate  with  the  West  in  preference  to  any  Buseian 
proposfl  for  a  unified  neutral  Germany. 

...  L  comparison  of  East  rnd  West  Zone  figures  on  rou^ly  cemparable  queetlons 
suggest  that  support  fpr   a  neutral  unified  Germany  is  somewhat  grerter  in 
the  East  Zone  than  in  the  West.  Perhaps  the  only  thing  surprising  about 
such  a  difference  is  that  it  is  not  greater  if  one  considers  that  East 
Germans  cire  making,  it  would  seem,  considerably  greater  sacrifices  then

That  it  would  not  be  on  the  side  of  %risdom  for  the  Vestern  powers  to 
pccept  any  proposal  for  four  power  withdrawal  is  the  preponderant  viewpoint 
among  aJ.1  soflnents  of  the  East  Zone  population.  It  is  at  its  maximum, 
however «  among  the  opinion  loadership  elements  -  the  men,  tho  better 
schooled,  and  the  more  affluent. 

East  Zoners  who  see  little  wisdom  in  the  Western  powers*  accepting  any

•  ••  The  overpowering  rejection  of  Communism  by  the  East  Zone  populf^tion  ie  the 
reason  most  frequently  advanced  by  thoee  who  feel  that  the  present 
Commanist  regime  would  fall  if  the  Russians  withdrew.  Some  of  the  comments 
suggest  that  things  will  go  hard  with  the  present  Communist  leaders  once 
the  people  get  *ii  opportunity  to  act  on  thoir  real  eentiments.

This 
means  that  rcu^^hly  1,^,000  adults  c^n  new  he  counted  as  inorika  Haus 
patrons  as  ccnparod  vith  ahout  930*000  last  Kay,  and  only  rj-ound  120,000 
in  early  19^42. 

This  picturo  of  stoaily  increase  is  sharpanod  yhon  patrnnp^e  aDong  urhfin 
residents  is  exnainod.  Patronage  risos  considarp.hly  in  cities,  as  is  to  he 
expected,  since  most  centers  are  Iccatud  in  larger  places.  Kcro  note- 
ifcrthy  is  tho  fact  that  the  rate  of  increase  among  city  dwellers  has  heon 
appreci^.hly  higher  than  tho  sonal  avorago.

OOVGLUSION 


Tho  results  of  this  last   section  suggest  that  the  m«£Jority  of  Sast   Zone 
male  youth  r.re  sensitive  to  Communist  encroachments  on  freedom  of  toax^b* 
ing  in  the  Xc«t  Zone  in  schools,   churches  end  homes.     But  it  is  well  to 
osxphnsise  at  this  Juncture,  that  the  seme  figures  reveal  that  far  from

Efforts  to  publicize  the  Schumrn  Plan  since  its  initialling  in  Paris  on 
March  19th,  did  not  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  proportion  of  the 
public  aware  of  the  plan  in  Wefit  Oornpny.  but  did  make  somewhat  more  of 
those  already  aware  informed  as  to  i-^^s  details.  Tho  information  program 
also  appears  to  have  lessened  opposition  to  the  projected  coal  and  iron 
pool,  though  few  new  adherents  have  been  won  over  —  disagreement  has  rather 
tended  to  shift   into  uncertainty. 

The  fact  that  even  before  March  19th  as  many  as  seven  in  ten  had  heard 
of  tho  Schumrn  Plan  may  mean  that  the   saturation  point  for  public  aware- 
ness on  an  issue  of  this  Icind  had  been  reached  prior  to  tho  poet-initialling 
publicity,   and  no  fur-uhar  increase  could  be  expected.     However,    the  real 
eff octivoness  of  an  infoirmation  campaign  must  be  Judged  by  more  than  the 
extent  of  simple  recognition.

A  bettor  test  is  the  extent  to  which  the  cfn^aign  acquaints  the  public 
with  the  details  of  the  issue  at   otalce.

It  appears  from  thq  comments  of  tho  dissatisfied  group  that  the  source 
of  discontent  lies  without   exception  in  tho  treatment  of  domestic  eco- 
nomic pffrirs.      High  prices,   the  alleged  failure  to  meet   the  prossing 
needs  of   specific  groups,    inadecrurte  reconstruction,    etc.    are  the  com- 
plaints most  frequently  mentioned,'    l^ot   a  single  mention  is  mrdc  of  the 
international  or  foreign  economic  policies  of  the  government  as  p  reason 
for   dissatisfaction.      The  Adenauer  government's  advocrcy  of  tho  Schumpn 
Plan  does  not,   therefore,   apperr  to  come  readily  to  mind  as  a  rer.son  for 
dissatisfaction  with  the  state  of  tho  economy.

The   recall  of  Gonoral  MacArthur  and  the  ensuing  debate  on  foreign  policy 
in  the  United  States  have  not  hpd  the   effect  -  as  of  tho   first   two  weeks 
in  Mpy  -  of  shaking  Wost  Groman  confidences  either  in  the  fiitinoss   of 
American  policy  toward  the  Communist  povrers  or  in  American  intontlons 
regarding  efforts  toward  West  Oernian  defense.     Nor  have  those  devolojanents 
tended  to  lessen  confidence  in  the  broader  aspects  of  tho  relative  strength 
of  the  Western  pawers  vis-ar-vis   the  Comrnxmist  power s« 

West  German  mttitudos  on  these  issues,  are  based  on  a  relatively  vridosproad 
awareness  of  Ooneral  MacArthur* s  ^^ismisBal,   which  is  known  to  two-thirds 
of  the  public.

The  costs  of  a  defense* program  pose  difficult  choices  for  the  people  of 
Western  Xurore  most  of  whom  are   still  heavily  pressed  to  pay  for  the  IcLSt 
war.      In  order  to  assay  reactions'  to  this  problem,   the  Vest  G-erman  public 
was  queried  regarding  its  views  on  the  use  of  Marshall  Plan  funds  for 
West  German  defense. 

The  preponderant  anticipation  (61^)   is  that  EHP  money  will  be  used  partly 
for  defense  in  the  coming  year  rather  than  solely  for  economic  support 
as  heretofore.     However,   if  the  largor  segment  of  the  West  German  public 
could  have  its  way^  the  funds  would  be  used  for. butter,  not  for  guns. 

About  a  third  (36^)   egsprove  a  partial  allocation  of  the  funds  for  defense* 
but  nearly  half  (465^)  want  all  the  money  used  for  the  Vest  German  econoioy. 
An  economic  collapse  or  another  war  are  envisaged  by  most  of  those  who 
oppose  using  the  funds  for  defense  purposes. 

The  large  preponderance  of  those  who  would  agree  to  using  Marshall  Plan 
funds  for  defense  recommend  that  only  half  or  less  be  used  for  this 
purpose.

Tor  two  days,  five  German 
interviewers  %«ere  stationed  at  various  exits  from  the  train  where  they 
interviewed  every  nth  person  to  leave  the  train.     As  soon  as  each  inter- 
viewer had  coaqpleted  (Querying  one  respondent,  he  next  asked  the  questions 
of  the  first  person  he  saw  emerifing  from  the  train.     Since  no  one  refused 
to  be  questioned,  the  strict  "probability**   system  was  maintained. 

The  resultant  sanqple  indicates  that  among  visitors  to  the  XGBOPA  TBAIK 
at  Mains,  the  better  educated,  higher  socio-economic  levels,   aa  well  as 
men  are  represented  out  of  proportion  to  their  numbers  in  the  public  as 
a  whole.

HEOTHALISM  .... 

A  finrl  br.clcground  question  utilized  for   comparison  of  SEP  attitudes  with 
those  of  other  elements  of   the  West   Grorm^n  public  relates  to  noutrrlism  in 
tho  Sast-WcSt   strug£-lG.     This  question  derives  additional  significance  from 
tho  f  r.ct  that   a  number  of  analysts  have  expressed  the  suspicion  that 
Communist  funds  are  possibly  in  b^.ck  of  the  SEP  movement. 

The  results  show  that  tho  SEi-  adherents  do  not  markedly  differ  from  the 
general  West  German  pattern  in  their  orientations  on  the  Xp.st-West   strugiLle. 
In  both  cc.ses  there  is  a  preponderrnt   desire  to  keep  out  of  tho  conflict. 
And  in  both  cases  there  is  the  same  three  out  of  ten  vote  for  siding  with 
tho  Wost  rnd  the  srme  complete  absence  of  any  votes  for   siding  with  tho 
Sf^Bt. 

So  though  neutrrlism  is  definitely  a  problem  pjnong  Vest  Germans  it  docs 
not  rppoar  to  be  ^'ny  more  so   €Bnong  adherents  of  the  Socipl.ist  Beichs  Prjrty. 

This  would  suggest  thrt  if  SEP  loaders  are  trying  to  grind  Comnunist  eazest 
they  hntro  not  as  yet  succeeded  in  producing  any  ^procif.ble  differentiation 
of  SB?  attitudes  from  general  Wott  German  orientations  on  the  Xast-West 
struggle!.

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Tha  present  re^rt  on  radio  listening  habits  and  program  evaliiatioi 
H^ast  Zone  Gormaoa  ia  the  fourth*  in  an  experimental  aoriea  initiated  to  help 
neet  the.  needs  of  the  ps/chologioal  %7ariaro  prograa*  As  developed  in  the 
initial  introduction,  the  ^'^neral  project  has  been  prompted  by  two  l&ajor 
oonslderatioxuii  first  "by  the  faot  that  Berlin  is  one  of  the  extremely  few 
plaoes  remaining  where  there  is  an  opportunity  to  come  into  contact  with  aay 
appreciable  groups  of  people  from  behind  the  "iron  curtain"  -  and  henoe  no  • 
effort  should  be  spared  to  exploit  all  informational  possibilities  in  suoh 
a  situation.  The  second  reason  for  the  project  is  the  belief  of  the 
Reactions  Analysis  3taff|  Office  of  Public  Affairs,  that  despite  a  consider'* 
able  number  of  limitations  and  difficulties  attendant  upon  the  use  of  the 
survey  instrument  for  East  German  intelligence ,  such  techniques  can  contri- 
bute materially  to  piecing  together  a  factual  and  objective  picture  of  the 
stute  of  mind  of  Jast  Berliners  and  other  residents  of  the  Communist  con- 
trolled area  of  Germany •       ■ 

The  present  sampling  departs  some\/hat  from  the  pattern  of  prior  surveys  in 
that  an  effort  M&a   made  to  broaden  the  iJiast  Zone  representation  by  inter- 
viev/ing  ^st  Zone  Germans  at  Helmatedt  as  well  as  in  ^ast  Berlin.  In  the 
absence  of  the  statistical  facts'  about  the  it^^st  Zone  necessary  to  set  up  any 
samplizig  quotas,  the  interviewers  v/ere  instructed  to  contact  liast  Germans 
at  random,  subject  only  to  roughly  equivalent  proportions  of  men  and  women 
and  people  over  and  under  40  years  of  age. 

A  total  of  490  oases  were  obtained  in  the  survey  period  from  I^isy  24th  to 
June  9th,  comparing  100  Sast  Ber liners  and  390  other  iiia^t  Germans*  The 
precise  con^sition  of  the  obtained  sample  is  shown  in  appendix  A. 

For  the  present  study  of  .vestern  radio  impact  it  was  judged  eulvisable  to 
conduct  the  survey  under  German  auspices  rather  than  that  of  HICOG,  to 
preclude  any  possibility  of  any  pro^American  sponsorship  bias.  German 
auspices  of  course  raise  some  dan^*er  of  an  opposite  anti-American  bias 
because  of  occasional  suspicions  under  such  circumstances  that  the  inter- 
rogators may  be  working  for  the  Bussians.  But  such  a  biasing  effect,  if  it 
exists,  at  least  has  the  virtue  of  )>eing  in  a  conservative  direction. 

Disinclination  to  be  interviewed  was  somewhat  more  marked  at  the  time  of 
the  present  survey  than  in  prior  ^jast  German  studies,  with  less  of  approxima- 
tely one  out  of  five  of  the  individuals  approached.  The  increased 
pertuiaations  in  this  connection  very  obviously  derived  from  the  greatly 
intensified  ^iiastem  police  check  on  ^st  Germans  going  into  ./est  Berlin 
that  v/as  established  in  conneotion  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  so-called 
"plebiscite"  on  remilitarization  in  jiast  Berlin  and  the  jiiast  Zone*

Awareness  of  cautions  and  limitationsi   however,    should  not  be  allowed  to 
obscure  the  values  of  the  survey  approach  in  the  present  connection.      Despite 
all  the  departures  from  ide.al  standards  that   survey  assessment  of  Xast  German 
thinking  necessitates  under  present  circtunstaneest   the  results  are  likely  to 
be  quite  superior  in  validity  to  the  opportunistic  unsystematic  inquiry 
And  guesswork  that  must  so  often  be  relied  upon  for  the  lack  of  anything 
better.     ?roperly  interpreted  the  survey  apprCBch.  would  seem  to  be  able  to 
,    contribute  an  avenue  of  information  which,   coordinated  with  other  sources, 
should  help  materially  to  illuminate  the  pressing  problems  and  questions 
of  Xast  German  intelligence.

The  first  indication  that  emerged  froja  the  present   study  of  Xast  Zone  radio- 
. listening  is  that  the  sise  of  the  radio  audience  may  possibly  be  greater  in 
Xast  Germany  than  in  the  Vest.     The  figure  obtained  on  the  present  Xast  Zone 
sampling  was  that  nine  out  of  tan  listen  to  the  radio  to  a  greater  or  lesser 
extent. 

The  .apparently  greater  breadth  of  Xast  Zone  radio  listening  must  only  be 
looked  t^on  as  a  possibility  and  in  no   sense  a  conclusion,   however,   because 
of  the  very  real  danger  of  selective  factors  in  the  sampling.     The  peoplo  who 
come  to  Vest  Berlin  or  Helmstedt  and  are  thua  available  for  interviewing 
are  likely  to  be  more  active  and  alert  individuala  and  higher  in  the  economic 
scale,   and  hence  on  bo.th  counts  more  likely  to  be  radio  listenera.     On  the 
other  hand  it  may  be  said  that  if  such  selective  bicses' were  operating  they 
should  affect  Xast  Berliners  as  well  as  other  Xast  Zone  residents  -  though 
to  a  lesser  degree.     The  figures  show  on  the  contrary  that  theve  is  no  greater 
volume  of  listening  among  the  Xast  Berliners  sampled  than  among  Vest  Berliners. 

But  even  if  the  present  figures  are  considerably  discounted  in  the  interest 
of  caution,   the  hypothesis  is  worth  future  examination  by  whatever  means 
available  -  that  owing  to  an  augmented  interest  in  obtaining  reliable  news 
under  the  circumstrnces  of  Xast  Zone  living,  the  extent  of  Xast  Zone  radio 
listening  is  hi£^;   and  despite  the  probable  presence  of  fewer  radio  sets  in 
the  iinpovtrished  Xast  Zone,  may  even  outweigh  radio  listaning  in  Vett 
Germax^.     The  lesser  listening  in  Xast  Berlin  as  compared  to  the  Xast  Zone» 
turned  up  in  the  present   study,  would  be  in  line  with  this  hypothesis  since 
in  Xast  Berlin  nevspcpers  and  other  sources  are  available  for  the  same 
purpose  of  s>:qpplying  reliable  (i.e.  Vestern)  news.

The  first  of  a  series  of  indications  thfet  BIAS  (Rrdio  in  i^mericen  Sector) 
hr.s  {ici^ieved  an  extraordinary  position  of  prominence  among  Zast  Zone  radio 
listeners  is  disclosed  in  conparative  figures  on  stations  mainly  ^md  some- 
times listened  to.     The  figures  reveal  that  fully  81  per  cent  rmong  the  Xast 
Geman  radio  listeners* sampled  report  that  they  listen  "mainly**  to  "BIAS  - 
r.  proportion  more  than  seven  tines  greater  than  its  nearest  conpetitor.     An. 
additional  1^  per  cent  report  that  they  listen  "sometimes"   to  BIAS,    vhich 
merns  this  station  in  toto  impinges  xq>on  95  per  cent  or  almost  the  entire  balk  . 
of  the  Sast  German  radio  audience. 

Sven  if  in  the  interest  of  caution  on  the  score  of  snapling,  considerable 
discounts  are  made  in  the  BIAS  figures,    it  \fould  be  difficult  to  avoid  the 
conclusion  that  BIAS  is  the  outstanding  r^dio  outlet  in  the  Sast  Zone  of 
Germany.     The  listenership  figures  indicate  thct  other  major  Western  outlets 
to  East  Germany,  mWDR  rnd  BBC,    do  not  fare  as  well  in  listener  frequency  pb 
do  the  Sastern  controlled  stations  ->  Leipsig  and  Badio  Berlin.     It  is  parti- 
cularly to  be  noted  that  BBC  numbers  but  a  very  small  proportion  in  its 
East  German  listenership* 

GHOUP  DIITSKEITCES  Vf.   STATIOKS  MAINLY  LIST3KED  TO  . . .  ' 

The  pattern  of  group  brea]cdo%fns  on  BIAS  listenership  adds  additional  sub- 
st^ce  to  the  theory  that  the  usual  group  differentials  in  radio  listening  ■ 
have  been  80me\dvat  oonipressed  in  the  East  Zone,  presumably  because  of  an 
acroSs-the-board  interest  in  obtaining  information  from  outside  the  Iron 
•  Curtain.     Qrov^  differences  in  listening  to  Leipsig  -  the  leftding  Eastern 
station  -  are  more  marked  and  add  up  to  en  indication  of  relatively  heavier 
listenership  -  though  only  occasional  -  among  men,   among  the  better  schooled 
end  better  paid,  and  among  respondents  under  forty  rather  than  .those  above. 

WHICH  STATION  LIKED  BEST  ...  /' ; 

BIAS  dominance  among  Sast  Zone  radio  listeners,  so  shaxply  indicated  in 
listener  figurssi  is  also  disclosed  in  expressions  of  preference.  Two  out 
of  three  among  the  Zast  Germans  sfsipled  voted  it  the  station  they  liked 
best.  ITar  behind  in  second  place  was  NWIB  with  12  per  eant  aooording  it 
best-liked  status.  On  this  dimension  of  evaluation  Eastern  stations  do 
not  approach  the  Western  stations  except  for  BBC  whose  effaotiveness  in 
East  Germany  is  again  seriously  oallad  into  question.

Thou^  the  answer-  there  is  nothing  to  criticise  on  BIAS  >-  preponderrted 
amon^  all  population  groups,  the  volume  of  criticism  wes  somewhat  greater  - 
as  might  be  eipected  -i^  among  the  more  educated  and  informed  population  levels* 
Although  the  difference  is  not  large  enough  to  be  reliably  beyond  chance, 
there  is  an  interesting  indication  that  a  somewhat  greater  proportion  of 
the  more  educated  and  higher  income  reeroondents  than  their  count erpcurte, 
feel  that  eome  BIAS  reports  on  the  Sast  Zone  strain  credulity.  Only  a  scall 
minority  of  BIAS  listeners  are  involved  in  this  opinion,  but  it  mi£^  be 
worthwhile  for  BIAS  program  directors  to  consider  ways  of  minimising  the 
possibility  of  each  react iona.

The  results  suggest  that  Vestexu 
prograns  are  getting  very  good  coverage  conong  the  elements  of  the  Xast  Zone 
population  for  which  the  present   sample  is  represeit  active.     Throe  quarters 
of  the  radio  listeners  sampled  indicate  that  they  have  recently  heard  both

The  atp~oarently  greater  hreadth  of  Best  Zone  radio  listening  snxst  orly 
be  looked  upon  as  a  possibility  end  in  no  sense  a  conclusion,   however, 
boc£aiso  of  the  very  real  danger  of  selective  factors  in  the   sampling.      The 
people  who  come  to  Vest  Berlin  or  Eelmstedt  and  are  thus  available  for 
interviewing  are  likely  to  be  more  active  i^nd  rlert  individuals  and  higher 
in  the  economic  scale,   and  hence  on  both  counts  more  li?rely  to  be  radio 
listeners.     On  the  other  hand  it  may  be  said  that  if  such  selective  biases 
were  operating  they  should  affect  Bast  Berllners  as  well  as  other  Bast 
Zone  residents  -  thou^  to  a  lesser  degree.

Tb(d  present  report  "tiy  the  Reectione  Analysis  Staff,   Office  of  Public  Affairs, 
Is  the  first  of  a  series  emanating  from  a  detailed  inq.uiry  into  the  status 
of  the  Yoice  of  jamerica  program   in  YTest  &ermany  and  Vest  Berlin^ 

The  VGA  survey  mariced  the  initial  use  of  a  full-scale  prohahility  sample  of 
West  0-emany  and  West  Berlin  emhracing  3,000   cases  in  the  former  and  oOO   cases 
In  the  latter  area.      Interviewing  was  conducted  between  Inarch  27th  and  May  l6th, 
1951. 


To   eliminate  the  possibility  of  any  pro-uimerican  sponsorship  bias  in  the  re- 
actions to  the  Voice  of  America,    the   interviewing  was  conducted  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Institute  of  Social  Research,   Darmstadt,   Germany«      This   is 
a  HICOG-financed  institute  but  among  the  great  bulk  of  respondents,    if  known 
at  all,    would  be  assumed  to  be  a  German  research  agency.     This  use  of  the 
Darmstadt  auspices  was  a  transiwlonal   e3q>edient  until  lUS  could  conclude  the 
negotiations  then  in  process   to   set  up  the  now  established  contractual  re- 
lationship with  a  nenly  formed  German  survey  agency  "Deutsches  Instltut  fuer 
Volksumfragen"  (DIVO), 


It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that   the  present   study  presents  German  reactions  to 
VGA  as  It  was  prior  to  the  change  in  broadcast  time  and  program  length  on 
July  let,  1931*     Host  of  the  information  obtained,    however,    Is  ai>plica'ble  to  ' 
the  VOA  program  in  Its  present  form.

Though  genered  radio  ba'bits  will  be  treated  in  some  detail  in  a  later

•  ••  Another  point  revealed  by  the  returns  is  that  younger  respondents  are  rela^il 
tively  less  represented  among  the  more  freq,uent  VOA  listeners.   Such  a  fact 
may  be  a  more  or  less  inevitable  conseqLuence  of  the  lesser  regularity  and 
greater  numl^er  of  distractions  associated  with  youth.

...  A  final  important  indication  in  the  coverage  fiiPuree  of  the  programs  sub- 
jected to  study,    is  that  Mr.  Boerner's  Comiaentary  -  a  HlCOO^sponsored 
political  program  air&d  over  the  sano  facllitlee  as  VOA  -  apparently 
achieves  the  same  extent   of  listenership  in  West  Germany  as    the  top  comment- 
ary of  the  WifUR  network  -  Peter  von  Zahn'  s   "Prom  Near  and  Par".

It  is  advanto^ous  in  the  present  connection  to  supplement  the  overall  , 
picture  of  group*  vcxiut ions  in  the  VpA  ^..udienoe  \/hioh  has  just  been  pre— 
sentedy  with  a  loore  det^led  presentation  of  comparative  variations  among 
VGA  listener  frequency  groups  -"very  frequent •,tipequentV?'c)ccasional,"and 
"  se  Idom '*li  st  eners  • 

Study  of  the  fi^pires  for  West  Germany  and  West  Berlin  (see  following  two 
pages)*  reveal  that  similarity  rc.ther  than  difference  is  the  rule  between 
the  audience  compositions  of  the  vcxious  VGA  listener  frequency  groups. 
This  outcome  tends  to  suggest  that  the  important  determinants -of  frequency 
of  YOA  listening  lie* in  factors  oth&r  than  the  sociological  variables  of 
seXy  education,  income,  ago,  etc;,  etc* 

Among  the  more  detailed  indications  it  \.ill  bo  noted  that  there  is  no 
evidence  of  any  greater  tendency  for  more  educated  VOA  listeners  to  listen 
more  frequently  than  less  educated.  In  fact,  in  West  Berlin  there  would 
appear  to  be  a  slight  indication  of  a  contrary  trend. 

Another  point  revo^led  by  the  rvstuma  is  thi^t  younger  respondents  arc 
relatively  less  represented  among  the  more  frequent  VOA  listeners.  Such 
a  fact  may  be  a  more  or  less  inevitable  consequence  of  the  lesser  regulaxi- 
ty  and  greater  number  of  distractions  associated  v/ith  youth. 

A  final  provocative  indication  \^hioh  should  not  be  overlooked  -  though  its 
precise  significance  is  not  easily  assessed  -  is  the  disproportionately 
heavy  listening  to  the  VOA  program  among  SPD  adherents,  both  in  West  ' 
Germany  and  West  Berlin.

t  audience  attention  in  West  Germany  aiid  Jest  Berlin. 


The  returns  reveal  (see  following  page)  that  the  Voice  of  America  ties  for 
first  among  the  programs  listed  with  "iksho  des  Tages"  (Echo  of  the  Day)| 
each  with  4I  per  cent  reported  listenership  in  \7est  Germany  as  a  whole*  This 
would  seem  to  be  a  rather  considerable  €kohievement  for  VGA  eui  Scho  of  the 
Day  is  very  probably  the  most  prominent  native  German  political  program  in 
West  Germany  and  West  Berlin.* 


^  As  would  be  expected,  extent  of  listenarship  is  greatest  for  VOA  in  the 

[  US  Zone,  with  63  per  cent  of  the  radio  audience  reporting  having  heard  the 

k  program  in  the  past  month,  and  greatest  for  ^cho  of  the  Day  in  the  British

Further  evident  in  the  tabulated  returns  is  that  the  German  service  of  BBC 
has  but  very  modest  coverage  in  Wosi  Germany  with  only  seven  per  cent  of 
radio  listeners  reporting  having  heard  it  in  the  preceding  month.  This 
coverage  is  slightly  less  than  the  9  per  cent  attained  in  West  Germany  by 
the  Soviet  propaganda  program  -  The  Truth  About  America  -  aired  over  Radio 
Leipzig  and  other  East  -lOne  stations.

These  facts  suggest,  all  in  all,  that  the  major  Western  political,  programs 
in  "West  Berlin,  regardless  of  station  outlet  or  yuncrioon  versus  native 
Gorman  auspices,  have  a  fairly  similar  uudienco  in  terms  of  the  oonvontional 
sooiologioal  choracturistica  of  sex,  education,  income,  a^o,  etc.,  etc. 

It  is  the  -iJost em-sponsored  program  -  The  Truth  about  jjnerica  (cmd  Pulso- 
beat  of  the  Time  to  a  considerably  lesser  degree)  -  that  generates  an 
audience  of  dissimilar  coiaposition  in  many  sigziif leant  respects.  In  the 
audience  of  the  Truth  about  iunorioa,  as  compared  to  the  Western  political 
programs,  there  are  disproportionately  more  men,  more  less  educated,  more 
lov/er  income  respondents,  more  unemployed,  more  somi-skilled  laborers,  and

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INTBODUCTION 


The  present   report  "by  the  Heactlone  AnalyeiB   Staff,   Office  of  Pu"bllc  Affairs, 
is  a  by-product  of  a  detailed  inquiry  into   the  status  of  the  Voice  of  America 
prograjn  in  V/est  Oeroan^*  and  Vfest  Berlin.     Presented  are  overall  returns  and 
group  'breakdovms   on  the   reactions  of  West   G-arman  and  Vast  Berlin  radio 
listeners   to    the  major   types   of  radio  program  fare.

The  results  are  haeed  upon  a  pro'ba'bility  ssLHiple  embracing  3i^0  cases  in 
West  Germany  eusd  600  cases  in  'Jest  Berlin,  obtained  between  Karch  27th  and 
May  16th,  1951»   Interviewing  was  conducted  by  trained  Geraian  interviewers 
of  the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff  under  the  auspices  of  the  Institute  of 
Social  Research,  Darmstadt,  Gerraany.  This  is  a  hICC&-f inanced  institute  but 
amonig  the  great  bulk  of  respondents,  if  known  at  all,  it  would  be  assumed  to 
be  a  German  research  agency.  This  use  of  the  Darmstadt  institute's  auspices 
was  a  necessary  transitional  device  until  PAS  could  conclude  the  negotiations 
then  in  process  to  set  up  the  now  ostablishod  contractual  relationship  with 
a  newly  formed  G-erman  survey  agoncy  "Deutsches  Inst i tut  fuer  VolksumfrcMgen" 
(DIVO). 


The  group  breakdowns  presented  in  this  paper  embrace  first  a  series  of 
sociological  variables  —  sex,  education,  income,  city  size,  occupation, 
trade  union  membersliip,  age,  party  praference,  religion,  and  origin.  In 
addition  conrparisons  are  presented  on  a  group  of  four  psychological  variables: 
a  measure  of  political  activity  and  interest,  and  three  measures  of  basic 
attitudinal  orientations  -  attitude  tovards  c'emocracy,  attitude  towards 
America,  and  degree  of  readiness  to  learn  from  America, 

The  (iuestions  upon  which  these  p62''chological  comparisons  are  based  and  the 
way  in  which  the  answers  are  scored  are  described  in  an  appendix  to  the 
present  report* 

The  question  which  ^-^as  employed  as  the  basis  for  ascertaining  respondent's 
preferences  in  radio  program  content  went  as  follows:

It  will  be  noted  that  West  Berlin  program  rankings  show  some  general  similar- 
ity to  those  in  West  Germany  —  particularly  at  the  extremes  of  most  interest- 
ing and  least  -  but  differ  in  perticulare,   Inforiaational  programs  —  comment- 
aries, reports  on  current  events,  press  reviews  and  lectures  —  appeal  more 
widely  to  West  Berliners  than  to  resic'ents  of  West  Germany.   Commentaries,  for 
example,  rank  fourth  in  '^est  Berlin  among  I5  tj'pes  of  programs  listed  with  ^9 
per  cent  indicating  that  they  do  not  like  to  miss  such  a  program.   In  Vest 
Germany,  in  contrast,  the  rankir.g  is  seventh  with  but  30  per  cent  expressing 
such  a  judgment.  Among  other  'Test  German-West  Berlin  differences  it  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  there  is  lower  interest  in  religious  programs  in  the  lattoz 
area.

The  program  interest  rankings  in  various  zones  and  Laender  of  Germany  are 
tabulated  in  the  pages  iiimiediately  following.  These  data  will  not  be  dis- 
cussed other  than  to  say  that  they  contain  information  of  considerable 
pertinence  to  anyone  with  the  problem  of  tailoring  radio  program  material  to 
the  interests  of  listeners  in  particular  zones  and  Laender,  Fortunately  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  program  planner,  the  similarities  of  program  tastes 
among  the  various  regions  of  West  Germany  are  considerable  more  marked  than 
tha  differences.

Th©  present  report  "by  the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff,  Office  of  Pu"bllc  Affftirs, 
is  the  third  of  a  series   emanating  from  a  detailed  Inquiry  into  the  status  of      .\ 
the  Voice  of  America  program  in  West  Oermany  ajad  Vfest  Berlin^     The  preceding 
jtarpevB  presented  findings  on   the  extent  anc'i   characteristics  of  the  VQA  audience^ 
and  some  technical  factors  in  VOji  listenership*     The  fourth  and  concluding 
paper  is  concerned  with  indices  of  VOA  effectiveness  in  Vest  Germany  and  West 
Berlin. 

The  VOA  survey  marked  the  initial  use  of  a  full-^cale  probability  sample  of 
3tOOO  cases  in  Vest  Germany  and  600  cases  in  West  Berlin,    obtained  between 
March  27th  and  May  l6th,   1931.   To  eliminate  the  possibility  of  any  pra American 
'Sponsorship  bias   in  the  reactions  to   the  Voice  of  America,    the  interviewing 
was   conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Institute  of  Social  Research,   Darmstadtf 
Germany.     This  is  a  HI  COG- -financed  institute  but  among  the  greet  built  of  res- 
pondents,   if  knovm  at  all,    it  would   be  assumed  to  be  a  German  research  agency.

The  largest  proportion  of  VOA  llBteners  in  Vest  Germany  -  approacimately  half 
(52^;  -  selected  favorable  ac'jectivea  only  in  describing  their  overall  inw* 
pressidn  of  the  VGA  program*  About  one  fifth  (18^)  cited  unfavorable 
designations  only,  one  tenth  (9^)  both  favorable  and  unfavorable  adjectives, 
and  the  remainder  -  approximately  a  fifth  (21^)  •-  felt  that  none  of  the 
adjectives  offered  for  choice  applied,  or  gave  no  opinion. 

In  Berlin,  over  four  out  of  five  of  the  VOA  listeners  (8^)  chose  only  among 
favorable  adjectives  In  cbaxaoterlElng  their  general  evaluation  of  the 
program;  only  one  out  of  twenty  (^)  charaoterlsed  It  in  solely  unfavorable

It  was  thought  desirable 
in  this  connection  to  employ  the  technique  of  a  list  of  adjectives  among  which 
the  respondents  could  choose  favorable  or  unfavorable  designations.  Such  a 
procedure  has  the  advantage  of  providing  the  opportunity  for  some  flexibility 
in  response  without  running  into  the  problem  of  artlculateness  that  would 
arise  with  a  completely  open  question.

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3*   Central  to  the  various  reasons  'brought  forward  for  interest  in  tho  VOA 
features,  "This  is  America"  and  "In  tho  Radio  Car  through  America",  seems 
to  be  a  widespread  interest  in  Au«itrican  life  —  the  country,  the  peoplo, 
and  the  customs.   Such  a  finding  is  of  considerable  significance  since 
many  have  wondered  whether  Axaericana  ovor  VGA  ^^uld  simply  strike  hard- 
pressed  G^^rmans  as  irrelova.nt  to  thuir  problems  or  excite  negative  re~ 
actions  in  the  contrasts  \dth  their  less  enviable  sitxiations.   The 
suggestion  from  the  present  findings  is  rather  to  the  contrary,  that  the 
bulk  of  the  more  freq^uent  VOA  listeners  at  least,  derive  stimulation  and 
enjoyment  from  sidelights  on  tho  Americp.n  scene. 


^,   Finally,  to  highlight  a  negative  findin,^,  it  appears  thp.t  the  major 

reason  for  t):^  considerable  disinterest  in  "3roe.dway  Melodies**  seems  to 
be  simply  that  many  Cerman  auditors  do  not  like  iunerican  popular  music  r> 
particularly,  it  would  seom.  Jazz,   Their  musical  conditionings  have  been 
such  thp.t  they  find  it  noisy,  disturbing,  or  Just  plain  uhpleASPiit. 

FSATURE  sarxLUtnciirs'^jn)  fes^usncy  of  listsning  to  voa  ... 

■Than  extent  of  interest  in  various  VOA  features  is  broken  dovm  Against  fre- 
q.uency  of  listening,  the  expected  result  emerges  that,  on  the  average,  a. 
larger  proportion  of  more  fre^^uent  listeners  to  VOA  (four  to  seven  times  a 
week)  express  interest  in  the  features  than  do  the  less  frequent  listeners 
(one  to  threo  times  a  week). 

The  pverp.go  extent  of  unfpjniliarity  vrith  the  specific  VOA  progrp-m  features 
appears  to  be  high,  embracing  about  a  third  among  very  frei^uent  listeners 
in  vfest  Germany  rjid  Vfost  Berlin,  and  about  half  among  frof^uent  listeners. 
The  rosults  for  occasional  and  seldom  listeners,  vrho  were  not  included  in 
the  present  line  of  inq^uiry,  can  only  darken  the  picture.   Though  recognition 
of  feature  titles  which  are  not  per  se  of  much  importance  is  not  entirely 
a  good  tust,  the  results  do  tend  to  rr.ise  some  question  as  to  how  attentively 
VCa  auditors  listen  to  the  program., 

Dc;finlte  statements  of  no  interest  at  all  constitute  a  conqparatively  limited 
reaction  to  the  various  VGA  features  -  vrith  the  exception  of  *»Broadway 
Melodies* "  In  this  case  there  is  a  considerable  expression  of  no  interest 
both  among  the  more  frequent  and  the  loss  frequent  listeners.  This  feature 
is  the  only  instance,  too,  whore  disinterest  was  distinctly  greater  among 
more  freq,uent  VOA  auditors  than  among  less  freq,uent«

1.  "V/e  answer  Letters  from  Listeners"  appears  to  be  particularly  effective 
in  eliciting  listener  interest  among  the  more  difficult-to~reach  popular 
tion  elements  -  women,  less  educated,  and  less  well  off.  This  low  level 
apperl  seems  to  be  offset  somewhat,  however,  -  particularly  in  Berlin 
(though  the  number  of  cases  is  only  enough  tQ.be  crudely  suggestive)  - 
by  ziogativo  reactions  among  hi^er  educated  and  higher  income  res^ 
pendents,  as  well  as  those  who  score  highest  in  political  interest  pjid 
activity.

One  of  the  clearer  indications  from  the  present  st\idy  of  VOA  feature 
evaluations  is  that  press  reviews  have  very  limited  impact.  In  no  populatior 
^oup  do  they  come  near  achieving  the  amount  of  interest  recorded  for 
oonmantaries,  which  raises  a  definite  question  whether  the  time  devoted  to 
direct  political  material  isn^t  bettor  spent  on  comTnent^ries  when  inter^ 
pretations  have  to  be  underscored,  end  on  new«  whenever  AraurlcPA  themes 
can  btt  oaat  la  ■och  a  fnune'^ork.

An  additional  slant  on  VOA  evaluation  that  wp.s  deemed  to  be  of  value  to  the 
present  study  was  whether  , or  not  VOA  listeners  felt  that  the  progrpjn  shoved 
a  *real  understanding"  for  German  conditions.  It  is  possible  that  since  the 
Voice  of  AJiierica  emanates  from  such  a  faf  distent  source »many  would  foel 
'  that  it  would  not  be  in  a  good  position  to  coraiiient  on  German  problems.  The 
overall  returns  indicate  that  almost  two-thirxLs  of  tho  more  regular  auditors 
of  VOA  to  whom  the  (question  was  put  (hear  VDA  once  a  weuk  or  more)  i felt  that 
the  Voice  of  America  has  a  r^al  unCer standing  of  Germany*  In  'fest  Berlin • 
8^  per  cent  eagpressed  such  a  view,

Cler.rly  revealed  in  the   results   is  thPt   spontaneous   reactions   to  VOA  els  em 
effort  to  exploit  or  hoodwink  the  German  people  are  rare*     Adverse  statements 
of  VOA  objectives  emanated  from  only  approximately  one  in  t^*t.nty  in  'Test 
Germany  {9fy)    and  one  in  a  hundred  (1*^)    in  Vest  Berlin.     The  great  bulk  in 
both  areas  spoke  about   the  purposes  of  VOA  in  terms   that  were  neutral   to 
favorable  -  much  more  often  the  latter.

The  small  minority  Mho  spoke  in  adverse  terms  of  America's  objectives  in 
broPdcesting  VOA  focused  on  tho  follovinf^  alle-i^tionsi    that  it   is  propagpjida 
to  canouflago  America's  reel  aims;   propa.^,nda  to  create  a  buffer  ar;ainst  the 
Russians;   propa^*anda  to  cTemocr»,tize  or  Americanize  (in  disparaging  Sunse). 


Respondents  vho  envisaged  America's  motivation  for  VCA  in  a  neutrp.l   or  favor- 
able liglit  advance  a  variety  of  viovrs  vrhich  e,re  listed  in  considerable  detail 
because  of  the  v^ry  valuable  concrete  insii^hts  they  provide  into  German  thinfc-j 
ing. about  VGA.     Some  of  the  more  freq^uont  rocurring  thora..s  about  VOA*  s  pur- 
poses wore:    to  inform  people  about  Ajr^^ricp.  and  correct  mis  impress  ions;    to 
create  mutual  understanding  axid  friendship;    to  democratize  and  reeducate 
(in  approving  sense);   to   integrate  the  Germans  into  an  anti^Conuunist  block* 
Possible  more  significant  than  the  kinds  of  motivations  piLvanced  are  tho 
definite  overtones  of  approval   that  run  through  a  large  proportion  of  the 
specific  comments.

A  final  Qveduational  sidelight  that  is  valuable  to  include  in  the  present 
paper  it  a  considoration  of  tho'  roasons  advanced  for  not  listening  by  res- 
pondents who  indicated  having  heard  VOA«  but  not  in  tho  preceding  month 
(2^  per  cent  of  radio  listeners  in  V^est  &erme.ny  and  8  per  cent  in  VobX

These  findings  may  go  far  toward  explaining  something  which  has  long  been  sccie-        j 

vhat  of  a  puzele  in  VGA  evaluatios;^  The  Judgments  about  the  Voice  of  America 

program  vhich  have  been  informally  ohtarined  from  various  individual  Germans 

vho  have  escpressed  their  opinions  to  VOA  officials  and  State  Department 

representatives  generally,  have  tended  in  the  main  to  be  less  favorable  than 

those  emanating  from  survey  studies^  The  Hoactlons  Analysis  Staff  has  sus-^ 

peeted  that  the  attitudes  of  these  selected  contacts  were  individually  valid 

but  unrepresentative,  and  hence  an  improper  basis  for  generalisation.  The 

infozmants  have  generally  boon  Germans  of  the  highest  educational  level  who 

are  rather  clearly  revealed  in  the  present  study  to  possess  opinions  about 

VOA  which  differ  appreciably  from  those  characterising  the  bulk  of  the  popula-

It  is  impractical  to  attempt  a  conplote  discussion  of  all  the  population  group 
differences  that  appear  in  the  tabular  returns,  but  two  additional  ones  deserve 
particular  attention.  These  are  differences  in  general  VDA  evaluations 
associated  with  age  and  with  origin*  Youth  (19  to  2k)   are  if  cuoything  slightly 
above  the  general  average  in  their  proportion  of  favorable  evaluations  of  YOA« 
but  the  next  older  age  group  ^  2^  to  3^  years  of  age  *•  drop  distinctly  out  of 
line  with  the  other  age  levels  in  their  proportion  of  favorable  responses^ 
VhQT  this  should  be  so  is  a  point  vrorthy  of  further  study* 

In  referencsi  to  origin  of  the  VOA  listeners,  it  is  of  some  interest  to  find

Broadway  Mc^lodles,  on  the  other  hand,  seems  to  represent  quite  a  different 
proolea^,  ?he  difficulty  hejo  is  not  ah&once  of  impression,  "but  too  much 
iiiip"ACt  in  a  not^atlve  direction*   If  th©  intentions  of  this  feature  is  to 
devolvop  appreciation  for  American  musical  culture,  then  perhaps  Broadway 
Melodies  should  bo  pushed  despite  the  resistancw  it  encovinters*  But  If  It 
is  meant  to  be  part  of  the  coating  on  tho  propaganda  pill,  the  present  find*, 
ings  clearly  raise  a  serious  question  of  effectiveness. 

Though  the  average  interest  in  the  various  VOA  features  Is  appreciably  higher 
in  VJest  Berlin  than  in  West  Germany,  the  patterns  of  individual  feature 
Interest  are  not  too  dissimilar  in  broad  outlines. 


Among  zonal  differences  that  ce.n  be  noted  in  the  tabulations  is  that  interest 
in  tho  Americana  features  is  appreciably  higher  in  the  ITS  Zone  than  in  tho 
British  or  French  spheres  of  occupation*   Interest  in  agricultural  programs 
is  notably  low  in  the  highly  industrialized  British  Zoneso  And  for  whatever 
reasons,  press  ravlevs  seem  to  have  reliably  less  iiiqpact  in  the  US  Zone  than 
in  the  British. 


•  Since  familiarity  with  specific  VOA  program  features  was  anticipated  to  be 
uneconomically  low  among  individuals  v/ho  reported  listening  to  VOA  less 
than  onco  a  week,  the  feature  evaluation  analysis  which  follows  was  con»« 
fined  only  to  the  more  freq,uent  VOA  auditors.

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Vhen  extent  of  interest  in  various  YOA  features  is  broken  down  a^net 
frec^uency  of  listening,   the  expected  result  emerges  that,   on  the  average, 
a  larger  proportion  of  more  frequent  listeners  to  YCU.  (  four  to  seven  times 
a  veek)    express  interest  in  the  features  theox  do  the  less  fre<;[uent  listeners

The  average  extent  of  unfamiliarity  with  the  specific  VOA  pirdgram  features 
appears  to  I>e  high,    en'bracing  about  a  third  eunong  very  frequent  listeners 
in  West  trermany  and  Vest  Berlin,   and  about  half  among  fre<iuent  listeners* 
The  results  for  occasional  and  seldom  listeners,   who  vere  not  included  in 
the  present  line  of  inquixy,    can  .only  darken  the  picture*    Thouush  rocoeid.tiQn 
of  feature  titles  ^Aiich  nro  not  per  so  of  cuch  iLqpbrtanee  is  hot  entirely  a 
good  test,    tho  results  &c  ton',  to  rciso  somo  quostion  as  to  hov  attentively 
VOA  '^u'ltors  listen  to  tho  prot,-rcja,. 

Definite  Btatoments   of  no  interost  at  all   constitute  a  comparatively  liuited 
reaction   to  the  various  VOA  features  —  with  the  exception  of  fB'roadway 
Melodies,  I*     In  this  case   there  is  a  considerable  expression  of  no  interest 
both  ainon.3  the  more  frequent  and  the  less   frequent  listeners.      This  feature 
is  the  only  instance,    too,   where  disinterest  was  distinctly  greater  among  ^ 
more  frequent  VOA  auditors  than  among  less  frequldnt  (see  following  page)*

Tabulations   of  breakdown  comparisont  among  various  population  se^ents,    and 
for  a  nuaber  of  attitudinal  indices,    are  incorporated  as  Appendix  III   to  the 
present  report.      Interested  readers  are  referred  to  that   source,     'fithout 
going  into  a  ooiiplete  discussion,    a  few  general  coioments  are  worth  making  at 
this   juncture  on  each  of   the  VO^  features    exEunlned* 


1,      "Vte  ans-'rer  Letters    frou  Listeners"  appears   to  be  particTilarly  effective 
in  elicitin,5  listener  interest  aaonj;  tho  raore  dlf f icult-to-reach  popular 
tion  elements  —  women,    ''.ess  educated,    and  less   'rell   off.      This   low  level 
appeal   sooms   to  be  offset   sonovhat,    however,   —  particxilarly  in  Berlin 
(though  tho  number  of  casus  is   only  enou^^h  to  be  crudely  suggestive)   — 
by  ne£*ativo  reactions  anonfj  hif^her  educated  and  higher  Income  respondents, 
as  woll  as   those  who  score   hi  ;;hest   in  political,  interest  and  activity* 
It  is  probably  these  responclonts  who   held  in  the  preceding  section  that 
tho  q^uestions  utilized  on  the  pro.^rram  were  often  nonsensical  or  eccentric. 
It  is  possible  that   somowhat  :nore  care  in  selecting  the  (queries  might 
eliminate   the  objections   of  tho  critics  without   in^airing  the  present 
extent  of  mass  appeal* 


Among  the  more  marked   trends   in  other  ;:-;roup  comparisons    on   the  question 
and  answer   feature,    is  an  appreciablo  falling— off  in  interest  among

auditors  over  55  years   of  a^je.      There   seems  to  be  no  particular 

to  assume  that  this  ago   ^roup  is  any  loss  intrilflloally  izitvrsttod  in 

the  question  and  answer  format,    so  the  suspicion  arises   that  content  is 

at  fault.      If  older  German  citizens  are  Judged  to  be  an  import^uit   target 

elcsnent,    the  suggestion  e::itirgo8  to  reconsider  the  selection  of  (question 

items   toward  the  end  of  injecting  more  material  of  interest  to  elderly 

listeners. 


2«   Interest  in  news  is  (greatest  —  as  is  to  be  expected  —  among  the  more 
alert  levels  of  the  Geriaan  population  —  men,  the  better  educated,  the 
better  situated,  and  persons  v/ho  score  highest  in  political  interest  and 
activity.  But, all  in  all,  intorest  in  news  is  substantial  among  all 
population  groupings,  and  apparently  is  not  very  appreciably  less  among 
respondents  who  appear  to  be  negative^  to  ^f^erica  in  general  backgroxind 
attitudes  as  compared  to  those  who  are  neutral  or  positive.   This  latter 
finding  oarries  the  sug.^estion  that  the  VOA  news  features  are  inter~ 
preted  more  as  information  than  as  American  propaganda. 


3«  Interest  in  the  Americana  features  over  VGA  —  "This  is  America"  and  "In 
the  Eadio  Car  through  America"  appears  to  greatly  outweigh  expression 
of  disinterest  among  all  population  groupings.  This  trend  is  particular- 
ly evident  in  \^Qst   Berlin,   Thus  it  would  seem  that  among  no  particular 
population  elements  is  there  any  appreciable  tendency  to  react  to 
American  vignettes  as  odious  compsrisons  or  irrelevant.  The  favorable 
trend  in  the  data  is  particularly  si/;nificant  in  relationship  to  the 
breakdown  of  general  attitudes  toward  the  US4*  .  Those  who  measiired  out 
as  negative  on  this  scalo  evinced  some  but  not  any  considerably  lesser 
degree  of  interest  in  tho  jv'nericana  features  than  did  respondents  with 
neutral  or  more  positive  attitudes.  The  suggestion  emanates  that  the 
material  is  selected  and  presented  so  that  it  has  sane  interest  even 
to  Oermans  who  are  not  in  general  favorably  disposed  toward  America* 


However,  people  who  took  the  position  on  a  background  q^uestion  that 
there  is  little  or  nothing  to  be  learned  from  America  showed  a 
considerably  smaller  proportion  of  interested  reactions  to  'i^This  is 
America"  and  'In  tho  Dadio  Car  through  America"  than  did  respondents 
^-dth  contrary  views* 
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W,     In  line  vdth  ezpeetatlon»   aaxlxixua  interest  in  VGA  coounentaries  occurred 
among   the  highest   educated  listdners  and  those  who  scored  high  in 
political  interest  and  activity.     The  locus  of  miniaum  interest,    howerer, 
is  a  natter  of  some  concern  as   it  falls  aaong  youth  (19,to   2^  years), 
and  in  '/est  Germany  is  not   relia'bly  higher  for  the  next  youngest  age 
group  ('24  to  3^  years).      Those  facts  suggest  rather  strongly  that   what- 
ever can  be'^doae  to  slant   the  coaunentaries  toviard  the  pro'bloas  of  younger 
elomonts   in  the  German  population  would  not  bo  amiss.

5.  Tho  agricultural  programs   over  VCa  elicit  widespread   interest  among  the 

^  most  direct  'target  group  -  the  farmers.      The  offsetting  losses  ajjpear  to 
be  considerable,    howevor,    as,  in  many  r.roupsi  interest  drops  to  rather  lov 
levels.     Next  to   "Broadway  Melodies"  the  agricultural  program  garners  the 
most   oxpression  of  outright  disirit«drost  -  especially   in  West  Berlin.     The 
pattern  of  reactions  carry  the  sugj;e8tion  that  agrioultursd  pro>:,r8m6  are 
somewhat  too  specialized  in  taoir  appeal  to  warrant  separate  featuring, 
and  "ould  be  more  advanta.<~ooufily  troe.ted  by  finding  spots   in  more 
generalized  framevorks, 

6,  Ono  of   the  clearer  indications   from   the  present  study  of  VOA  foAture 
evaluations  is   that  press   reviews  hE,ve  very  limited  inqpact.     In  no 
population  group  do   they  cono  near  achieving  the  a-iiount   of  interest  re- 
corded for  connientarios,    v/^hich  raises  a  definite  question  whether  the 
tirao  ddvotod  to  direct  political  material   isn't  better  spent  on  coamont- 
aries  "hon  interpretr.tiois  havo  to  bo  -underscored,    and  on  news  ^'^honever 
iwil'orfcan  themes  can'  be  ce.st  in  such  a  framo^ork.

expedient  until  BAS  could  conclude  the  ne^tiations  then  in  process  to  set  yxp 
the  now  established  contractaiil  relationship  with  a  newly  foraed  German  survey 
agency  "Beutsches  InstiCut  fuer  Vollcsumfragen  (BIVO).  ''^' 

It  should  he  kept  in  mind  that  the  presont  study  presents  German  reactions  to 
VQA  as  it  was  prior  to  the  chan'^e  in  hroadcast  time  and  program  length  on 
July  Ist,  1931*     Most  of  the  information  ohtained,   however,    is  applicable  to 
the  VQA  progTpjca  in  its  present  form.

A  final  point  not  yet  conpletoly  dealt  vrith  in  the  present  study,  vrhich  has. 
considorablo  relevainco  to  tho  question  of  effectiveness,  is  the  extent  to 
which  VGA  has  been  successful  in  este.blishing  an  audience  among  certain  key 
psychological  groupings  in  the  x>opulation,  namely,  (a)  the  more  politically 
intorested  and  active  who  are  hence  most  important  in  the  further  disseminar- 
tion  of  American  themes  and  (b)  the  negatively  oriented  toward  Amoricet  who 
are  hence  most  in  need  of  roorienta.tion.

Ccoparison  of  reported  froquency  of  listening  to  VOA  among  respondents  who 
rrjigo  at  different  points  along  a  scalo  of  political  interest  and  activity, 
reveals  tbp.t  in  West  Germany  VOA  has  had  a  fair  amount  of  success  in  inducing 
regular  listening  anon^  the  more  politically  potent  groupings*  Thirty-seven 
per  cent  among  people  who  measure  out  as  interested  and  active  politically 
indicate  that  they  listen  fr6q.uontly  or  very  frequently  to  VOA  (i»o«  one  to 
three  timos  a  week  or  four  to  seven  tines  a  week).  And  among  the  more  limited 
group  in  the  population  who  rate  as  very  interested  and  active  politicallyi 
reported  regular  listening  rises  to  a  f i^re  of  51  P®'  cant* 

In  West  Borlin«  frequency  of  listening  ^jnong  the  more  politically  potent  res* 
pondents  is  romiaxkably  high^  as  is  the  volume  of  reported  VOA  listening 
generally  in  that  aroa«  7or  individuals  who  rank  msdiun  or  more  in  ths  izw 
tcAsity  of  thoir  political  intorest  and  activity  tho  oztont  of  regular

Comparison  of  reported  frequency  of  listening  to  YQA  pmon^  respondents  who 
range  at  different  points  along  a  scale  of  political  interest  and  activity, 
reveals  that  in  West  Oeroany  VQA  ha«  had  a  fair  amount  of  success  in  inducing 
regular  listening  among  the  more  politically  potent  groupings.  Thirty— seven 
per  cent  among  people  who  measure  out-  as  interested  and  active  politically 
Indicate  that  they  listen  frequently  or  v<«ry  fret^uently  to  VGA  (i«e.  one  to 
three  times  a  week  or  four  to  seven  times  a  week).  And  among  the  more  limited 
group  in  the  population  who  rate  as  very  interested  and  active  politicp.lly, 
reported  regular  listening  rises  to  a  figure  of  31  psr  cent. 


In  Vest  Berlin  frequency  of  listening  among  the  more  politically  potent  reB~ 
pendents  is  remaz'kably  high,  p.s  is  the  volume  of  reported  VOA  listening 
generally  in  that  area.
